We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Boscawen  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31.  1998  as  listed  in  the  table 
of  contents.  These  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general 
purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable 
assurance  about  whether  the  tlnancial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An 
audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and 
disclosures  in  the  tlnancial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting 
principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the 
overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable 
basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the 
general  fixed  assets  account  group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  As  is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town  of  Boscawen  has  not  maintained  historical  cost 
records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets 
account  group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission 
described  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of 
Boscawen.  as  of  December  31.  1998.  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  cash  flows 
of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles. 

The  Unaudited  Supplementary  Information  on  page  22  is  not  a  required  part  of  the 
basic  financial  statements  but  is  supplementary  information  required  by  the 
Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board.  We  have  applied  certain  limited  procedures, 
which  consisted  principally  of  inquiries  of  management  regarding  the  methods  of 
measurement  and  presentation  of  the  supplementary  information.  However,  we  did  not 
audit  the  information  and  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  it.  In  addition,  we  do  not  provide 
assurance  that  the  Town  of  Boscawen  is  or  will  become  year  2000  compliant,  the  Town 
of  Boscawen*s  year  2000  remediation  efforts  will  be  successful  in  whole  or  in  part,  or 
that  parties  with  which  the  Town  of  Boscawen  does  business  are  or  will  become  year 
2000  complaint. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fund  financial 
statements  listed  as  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of 
additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
of  the  Town  of  Boscawen.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing 
procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and.  in  our 
opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose 
tlnancial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

Vehicle  equipment  and  programming.  Now  when  you  leave  the  Town  Office 
with  a  registration,  the  information  is  already  on  file  with  Motor  Vehicle  in 
Concord. 

I  would  like  to  thank  everyone  for  their  patience  while  this  transition 
occurred,  and  at  times,  is  still  occurring. 

I  want  to  welcome  Kirsten  Powelson  who  is  the  new  Deputy  Town  Clerk. 
Kirsten  has  resided  in  Boscawen  for  1  I  years,  with  her  husband,  Ray,  and  two 
children,  Amos  and  Mim.  Kirsten  will  be  in  the  office  when  I  am  unavailable. 

Dorothy  Sanborn  will  remain  active  as  Deputy  Historical  Clerk.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

As  this  is  being  written,  it  is  a  miserable  day  in  February,  it  snowed  last 
night  -  turned  to  rain  and  it  is  just  plain  sloppy.  That  means  that  two  of  our  town 
departments  are  busier  than  usual.  The  police  department  has  had  numerous  off 
the  road  skidding  accidents  to  contend  with  -  assisting  at  wrecker  involved  calls, 
etc.  Our  highway  crew  has  been  out  since  early  this  morning  keeping  our  roads 
in  their  usual  "better  than  you  other  town"  state  of  snow  removal.  Our  fire 
department  had  its  day  last  Monday  when  it  was  called  on  to  stop  a  fire  from 
spreading  from  an  attached  workshop  to  a  house.  They  not  only  stopped  it;  they 
even  managed  to  only  knock  two  leaves  off  a  plant  in  the  affected  area. 

The  above  activities  point  out  that  we  in  Boscawen  are  extremely  fortunate 
to  have  the  conscientious,  caring  and  efficient  personnel  working  for  us  -  they 
are  our  public  servants  and  they  serve  us  very  well. 

In  this  time  of  low  unemployment  a  good  economy  and  help  wanted  signs 
we  are  apparently  not  only  purchasing  new  goods,  we  are  most  certainly 
throwing  out  the  old.  Our  waste  going  from  the  compactors  at  the  transfer 
station  to  the  incinerator  has  increased  dramatically,  out  GAT  (guaranteed 
annual  tonnage)  for  1999  had  been  set  at  1,950  tons,  we  shipped  2,302  tons;  an 
increase  of  352  tons,  an  almost  20%  increase.  This  increase  shows  no  sign  of 
slowing  accordingly  we  have  set  the  GAT  for  2000  for  2,500  tons  which  will  be 
an  almost  30%  increase.  This  increase  is  making  our  Solid  Waste  Budget  the 
most  rapid  growing  part  of  your  municipal  budget.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Recycling  Committee  are  investigating  various  ways  to  control  this  rapidly 
growing  expense.  If  you  have  ideas  or  comments,  write  them  down  and  turn 
them  in  to  a  member  of  either  group. 

We  have  spoken  of  what  we  feel  is  a  great  work  force  we  have.  We  are 
extremely  fortunate  to  have  a  good  group  working  with  and  for  us.  We  do  lose 
some  due  to  various  reasons  and  this  year  is  no  exception.  We  lost  a  long-time 
member  of  the  Police  Department  when  Sgt.  Peter  Shephard  left  to  become  a 
member  of  Sheriff  diet  Jordan's  department.  Sgt.  Shephard  had  been  a  most 
appreciated  DARE  officer  and  valued  member  of  the  town  work  force.  We  were 
extremely  fortunate  to  be  able  to  fill  his  position  with  a  former  Special  Officer 
who  had  many  areas  of  police  experience  and  was  able  to  step  into  the  Sgt.  and 
DARE  officer  positions  with  little  pause  in  the  beat.  Also  in  the  Police 
Department  we  lost  Tina  Connolly  to  a  professional  advancement  and  are  most 
fortunate  to  have  Carol  Boucher  on  board  as  clerk-dispatcher. 

John  Dagata  has  been  our  town  Health  Officer  for  many  years  and  has  been 
a  most  conscientious  member  of  the  team.  John  felt  that  his  years  (we  won't  say 
how  many)  merited  a  retirement.  To  both  Peter  and  John  we  appreciate  your 
time  and  dedication  -  thank  you  both. 

In  this  day  of  mergers,  consolidations,  bankruptcies,  etc.,  with  various 
health  care  organizations  we  were  most  apprehensive  when  meeting  with  agents 
representing  possible  plans.  We  were  most  happy  to  maintain  our  coverage  for 
our  employees,  gaining  a  little  but  not  having  an  increase  in  costs.  Many  locales 
are  faced  with  20-30%  increase. 
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In  late  April  it  was  discovered  that  the  facing  of  the  old  stone  culvert  on 
North  Water  Street  had  let  go.  We  were  able  to  obtain  the  services  of  Dan 
Stafford  a  stonemaster  and  with  locally  obtained  stone  and  our  town  highway 
crew  more  than  adequate  repairs  were  accomplished  and  the  100+  year  old 
culvert  is  ready  for  another  100+. 

Many  of  you  probably  have  heard  more  than  enough  about  the  clean  up  of 
the  Queen  Street  and  Corn  Hill  Road  landfills.  We  do  feel  that  cooperation 
gained  us  a  most  advantageous  solution  and  apparently  cooperation  with  other 
levels  of  government  is  not  that  common  as  we  were  singled  out  as  one  of  only 
two  municipalities  to  be  honored  this  past  spring  at  Faneuil  Hall  in  Boston.  The 
Selectmen's  names  are  on  the  presentation  but  it  is  you,  the  townspeople,  who 
made  it  happen.  The  presentation  is: 

"Thomas  Danko,  Douglas  Supry,  Ted  Houston  and  Rene  Bollengier 

Boscawen  Selectmen 

"The  cleanup  of  the  Queen  Street  Dump  and  the  associated  closure  of  the 
Corn  Hill  Road  Landfill  is  an  excellent  example  of  where  the  will  and 
resources  of  federal,  state  and  local  governments  converged  to  remedy  the 
disposal  practices  of  the  past.  The  Selectmen  of  Boscawen  worked  with  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Environmental  Services  to  bring  about  a  cost-effective  solution  to  complex, 
serious  environmental  problems.  Approximately  22,000  tons  of  chromium 
contaminated  tannery  wastes  were  excavated  from  the  Queen  Street  Dump 
and  transported  to  the  Corn  Hill  Landfill  where  waste  from  both  sites  was 
capped  with  an  impermeable  barrier.  Without  the  benefit  of  previous 
experience  or  training,  without  self-serving  decisions,  infighting,  ulterior 
motives  or  political  agenda,  the  Selectmen  worked  long,  unpaid  hours  to 
make  sure  they  understood  the  problem  and  worked  cooperatively  to  find  a 
cost-effective  remedy  to  site  problems.  Further,  because  of  the  Selectmen's 
demonstrated  leadership,  town  citizens  voted  to  appropriate  nearly  $1 
million  of  local  taxes  to  pay  for  the  Town's  share  of  the  project.  The 
citizens  of  Boscawen  can  take  pride  in  their  Selectmen's  commitment  to  the 
Town's  fiscal  and  environmental  health." 

Cooperation  is  the  key  word  and  we  wouldn't  go  far  without  it.  We  need  you 
and  your  cooperation  to  continue  to  make  this  a  desirable  place  to  call  home.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Police  Department  saw  an  increase  in  the  majority  of  its  activity  this 
past  year,  with  the  greatest  increase  coming  from  adult  criminal  arrests  which 
saw  a  rise  from  269  in  1998  to  308  in  1999.  Also  increasing  were  the  amount  of 
personal  injury  accidents,  which  increased  from  50  in  1998  to  57  in  1999.  This 
number  is  still  drastically  lower  than  the  81  motor  vehicle  accidents  we  covered 
in  1996,  and,  as  everyone  knows,  traffic  has  not  decreased  in  the  last  three  years 
in  Town.  After  reviewing  these  numbers,  1  can  only  attribute  this  decrease  to  my 
department's  proactive  approach  to  enforcement  of  motor  vehicle  violations. 

It  was  with  great  sadness  the  Department  said  goodbye  to  ten-year 
Boscawen  Police  Sergeant  Peter  Shephard,  who  took  employment  with  the 
Merrimack  County  Sheriffs  Department.  Sergeant  Shephard  was  well  respected 
by  his  fellow  employees,  as  well  as  the  people  and  children  in  the  community. 
Peter  will  be  missed  by  all  of  us. 

Sergeant  Shephard  was  replaced  by  Craig  Saltmarsh  who  has  been  with  the 
Department  off  and  on  since  1993  as  a  part-time  officer.  Craig  has  a  law 
enforcement  background,  having  served  as  a  Concord  Police  Officer  for  five 
years  and  as  a  Merrimack  County  Sheriffs  Deputy  for  seven  years.  Sergeant 
Saltmarsh  is  also  a  certified  D.A.R.E.  Officer  and  will  take  over  where  Peter 
Shephard  left  off  at  the  elementary  school. 

This  past  year  the  Police  Department  increased  its  community  policing 
programs  with  the  addition  of  a  bicycle  patrol  and  a  women's  self  defense  class. 
Both  have  received  great  reviews  from  the  public. 

As  always,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  people  who  assisted  the  Police 
Department  this  past  year  in  any  capacity.  If  not  for  you,  our  job  would  not  be 
possible.  Please  keep  in  mind  that  this  is  your  Police  Department  and  we  are 
here  to  serve  you.  Whatever  the  problem,  please  don't  hesitate  to  call.

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REPORT  OF  BOSCAWEN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Boscawen  Fire  Department  responded  to  185  calls  in  1999.  Forty-three 
of  the  calls  were  for  mutual  aid  to  surrounding  towns  in  the  Capital  Area 
Compact.  Seven  of  our  calls  were  for  various  types  of  structural  fires.  The  rest 
of  the  calls  were  for  motor  vehicle  accidents,  brush  fires  and  other  types  of 
emergency  situations. 

We  were  very  fortunate  to  not  have  had  any  real  large  incidents  during  the 
year.  This  can  be  contributed  in  part  to  the  fast  response  and  decision  making  of 
our  volunteer  firefighters  and  officers  of  the  Department.  We  meet  at  the  station 
every  Monday  night  for  training  or  repairing  equipment  and  to  do  any  other  fire 
related  activities.  We  are  always  interested  in  new,  dedicated  members. 

Once  again  1  would  like  to  extend  my  Thanks  from  the  Town  to  those 
companies  who  are  still  able  to  excuse  their  employees  during  work  hours,  to 
help  when  we  have  calls  during  the  daytime.  I  want  to  thank  our  ladies  auxiliary 
for  their  support,  and  also  the  Police  Department,  Public  Works  Department, 
Water  Precinct  and  Penacook  Rescue  for  being  there  when  we  need  them. 

Please  remember  that,  YOU,  the  people  of  our  Town  get  the  biggest 
THANK  YOU  for  continuing  fire  safety.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger, 
contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required 
before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are  required  for  any  open 
burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow  where  the  burning 
will  be  done.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:  1 7.  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other 
burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by 
tines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

There  are  eleven  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests 
and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  During  the  1999  season  Forest  Rangers 
were  busy  assisting  communities  with  suppression  of  difficult  and  remote  multi- 
day  fires.  Forest  Rangers  have  also  investigated  numerous  complaints  regarding 
violations  of  the  timber  harvest  and  forest  fire  laws,  and  taken  enforcement 
action  to  ensure  compliance.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or 
timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2,400  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens 
throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy 
Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention, 
and  law  enforcement.  The  1999  fire  season  was  a  challenging  but  safe  year  for 
wildland  firefighters  in  New  Hampshire.  The  severe  drought  conditions 
throughout  the  spring  and  summer  months  combined  with  residual  effects  of 
1998  Ice  Storm,  resulted  in  a  dramatic  increase  in  wildland  fires.  In  addition  to 
burning  in  excess  of  452  acres,  35  structures  were  also  impacted  by  wildfire. 
Wildland  fires  in  the  urban  interface  is  a  serious  concern  for  both  landowners 
and  firefighters.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  structures  by  maintaining 
adequate  green  space  around  them  and  making  sure  that  houses  are  properly 
identified  with  street  numbers. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  tire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3 
contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the 
quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling 
the  size  of  wildland  fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs 
as  low  as  possible.

We  are  happy  to  report  to  all  member  communities  that  1999  marked  the 
tenth  complete  year  of  successful  operations.  Some  items  which  may  be  of 
interest  follow: 
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The  2000  budget  maintains  the  current  tipping  fee  of  $36.50  per  ton.  This  is 

the  sixth  consecutive  year  the  Cooperative  has  been  able  to  either  lower  or 

maintain  the  tipping  fee; 

The  waste  delivered  to  the  Wheelabrator  facility  this  year  was  132,85 1  tons. 

That  represents  an  increase  of  4,834  tons  over  1998,  or  a  3.78%  increase. 

The  amount  of  trash  delivered  continues  to  rise  as  predicted; 

A  total  of  65,152  tons  of  ash  were  delivered  to  the  Franklin  ash  monofill  for 

disposal.  The  Ashfill  continues  to  operate  very  well.  Phase  III  Stage  III  is 

being  filled  at  this  time.  The  most  recent  expansion  (1996)  will  provide 

disposal  capacity  for  the  next  six  years; 

The  air  retrofit  project  at  the  plant  has  started.  The  project  is  on  schedule 

and  will  be  completed  by  Jan.  2001.  The  retrofit  will  enable  the  plant  to 

meet  the  most  recent  EPA  and  DES  regulations; 

The  Cooperative  purchased  approximately  300  acres  this  past  year  for 

possible  use  as  either  an  ash  landfill  or  waste  landfill  in  the  future.  The 

purchase  will  provide  the  Cooperative  disposal  capacity  well  into  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES

Mark  Sampson  continued  to  work  repairing  stones  at  Plains  Cemetery.  It  is 
nearly  done,  then  we  will  go  on  to  Beaver  Dam,  etc.  We  are  asking  for  $2,000. 
again  this  year. 

The  Balm  of  Gilead  trees  and  stumps  were  removed  at  Pine  Grove 
Cemetery.  The  roads  there  have  been  black  topped  and  the  water  line  extended 
into  the  middle  of  the  cemetery  with  frost-free  faucets. 

Tyler  Wlodyka,  Tim  Young,  Stacey  Whittemore  and  Mike  Weinstein  of 
Merrimack  Valley  High  School  worked  one  morning  in  May  digging  out  Miles 
Roby  stones  at  Plains  Cemetery  as  part  of  their  community  service. 

4-Hers  cleaned  several  Ames  stones  for  the  Ames  family  as  part  of  their 
community  service.  The  younger  members  also  dug  out  Miles  Roby  stones  in 
Maple  Grove  Cemetery  in  October. 

We  are  looking  into  changing  where  necessary  our  rules  and  regulations. 
We  have  contacted  17  surrounding  towns  for  their  input.  Decorations,  stuffed 
animals,  balloons,  beer  cans,  etc.  are  becoming  a  problem.  Also,  shrubs  must  not 
encroach  upon  the  stones,  nor  be  higher  than  the  stones.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  HEALTH  OFFICER 

1999  has  seen  a  number  of  changes  and  a  significant  number  of  complaints 
and  health  concerns.  Among  those  complaints,  the  most  prevalent  were  those 
brought  by  tenants  against  their  landlords  over  a  lack  of  sufficient  heat.  RSA  48- 
A:14  Minimum  Standards  Established  has  established  eleven  areas  which 
address  the  minimum  standards  for  renting  or  leasing  a  residential  dwelling. 
Section  XI  requires  that,  when  a  landlord  supplies  heat  in  consideration  for  the 
rent,  the  premises  be  at  least  an  average  of  65°  F.  in  all  habitable  rooms, 
bathrooms  and  toilet  rooms.  Other  areas  addressed  this  year  included  complaints 
about  lead  paint;  head  lice;  frozen  pipes;  lack  of  electricity  to  outlets;  septic 
failures;  failed  swimming  pool  tests;  leaky  drafty  windows  and  ceilings;  lack  of 
smoke  detectors;  and  insects. 
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Many  of  these  concerns/complaints  were  referred  to  the  Life  Safety  Code 
Officer  for  follow-up  and  were  a  collaborative  effort. 

In  August,  1999,  George  Gielen,  R.N..  M.S.,  was  brought  on  as  the  Deputy 
Health  Officer  to  assist  Health  Officer  John  Dagata  with  his  increased  work 
load.  On  October  20,  1999,  both  health  officers  attended  the  N.H.  Health 
Officers'  Association  Conference  in  Moultonborough  where  a  number  of 
subjects  were  presented,  to  include  information  on  a  Health  Alert  Network 
Training  Grant;  Bioterrorism;  and  changes  in  DES  Subsurface  Bureau  Rules  and 
Enforcement  Issues.

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serviced  by  The  Community  Action  Program  (CAP)  is  a  tremendous  help,  as 
many  clients  receive  between  $400  to  as  much  as  $700  toward  their  fuel  bills. 
There  were  65  Boscawen  families  who  were  eligible  for  Fuel  Assistance  this 
year.  Applications  are  available  until  the  last  of  April,  so  if  anyone  feels  they  are 
eligible  for  Fuel  Assistance,  please  call  225-6880  to  make  an  appointment  to  see 
someone  there.  They  are  located  in  Concord  at  1  Tremont  Street.  CAP  hopes  to 
be  able  to  offer  Electric  Assistance  during  the  year  2000.  CAP  also  provides 
outreach  to  the  homebound,  assistance  and  services  to  low  income,  handicapped 
and  elderly  people.  If  anyone  needs  any  of  these  services,  please  call  their  office 
to  make  an  appointment  to  talk  with  someone  there.  These  programs  have 
helped  295  Boscawen  families,  (worth  $140,896)  and  include  besides  Fuel 
Assistance,  Weatherization,  WIC  (Women,  Infants  &  Children,  Senior 
Community  Employment,  Meals  on  Wheels,  Family  Planning,  CAP 
Transportation,  Senior  Companion,  Head  Start,  Neighbor  Helping  Neighbor, 
USDA  Foods,  Soup  Kitchen  and  Food  Pantries.  In  1999,  Boscawen  appropriated 
$4,374  to  CAP  toward  these  programs. 

A  most  generous  Boscawen  resident  gave  us  a  very  large  donation  for  our 
Food  Pantry  this  year.  We've  been  wanting  a  freezer  so  that  we  could  offer  our 
clients  chicken,  meats  and  butter  as  well  as  frozen  vegetables.  Now  we  have 
money  to  be  used  as  we  wanted  to  —  so  we  bought  a  new  freezer  for  our  Food 
Pantry.  This  same  gentleman  gave  us  more  money  for  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas.  So  we  had  Jeff  Durgin  of  Nashua's  Market  Basket  prepare  80  fruit 
baskets  and  we  put  a  basket  of  fruit  in  everyone's  Christmas  Food  Basket  on 
December  22nd.  Many  thanks,  Mr.  Santa  Claus,  for  your  generous  donations  to 
our  Boscawen  Food  Pantry.  If  any  Boscawen  family  needs  food,  please  come  to 
the  Selectmen's  Office  and  Tracy  will  be  glad  to  give  you  a  large  bag  or  two  of 
food.  We  don't  want  any  of  our  people  to  go  without  food. 

We  continue  to  get  a  great  deal  of  canned  goods  from  the  Capital  Food 
Program  each  month.  We  think  of  this  Program  at  Christmas  when  many  of  our 
people  receive  large  boxes  of  food  for  their  Christmas  dinner  and  for  other 
meals,  too.  We've  also  been  able  to  buy  meats  and  food  which  were  on  sale 
using  the  donations  we  have  received.  Again,  our  new  freezer  has  come  in 
handy. 

During  1999,  some  of  our  clients  have  reimbursed  the  Town  for  assistance 
given  them.  This  amounted  to  $7,53 1.09  this  year.  It  is  a  State  Law  that  welfare 
clients  must  reimburse  the  Town  for  assistance  given  them  when  they  are 
financially  able. 

Some  families  —  especially  older  people  —  are  reluctant  to  ask  for  welfare 
assistance.  If  any  of  you  know  of  any  needy  people,  please  let  us  know.  We 
don't  want  any  Boscawen  people  to  go  without  shelter,  heat,  food  or  medical 
care. 

The  Boscawen  Congregational  Church  has  a  food  pantry,  clothing  closet, 
and  medical  equipment  for  anyone  —  such  as  wheelchairs,  walkers,  hospital 
beds,  commodes,  etc.  They  are  open  each  Wednesday  from  4:00  to  6:00  PM.  In 
case  of  an  emergency,  call  the  church  office  at  796-2565  and  someone  will  meet 
you  there.  The  Immaculate  Conception  Church  in  Penacook  has  a  food  pantry. 
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and  they  are  open  each  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday  mornings  from  9:00  to 
10:00  AM.  These  churches  will  give  food  to  Boscawen  residents.  The  Windmill 
Restaurant  on  Loudon  Road  in  Concord  has  been  open  on  Thanksgiving  days  for 
many  years,  serving  free  dinners  to  needy  families. 

The  "Toys  for  Tots"  Program  sponsored  by  the  Boscawen  Police  Dept.  and 
Auxiliary  made  many  children  happy  this  Christmas.  There  were  68  children 
who  received  nice  gifts  of  toys  and  clothing  all  delivered  to  them  by  "Santa"  at 
Christ-mas  time.  Many  families,  the  Church  and  clubs  donated  money  to  this 
program. 

The  Concord  Hospital  Auxiliary  also  offered  help  of  toys  and  clothing  to 
some  of  our  Boscawen  children. 

The  Salvation  Army  helps  in  many  ways  during  the  year  —  clothing,  furni- 
ture, food,  even  beds  and  meals  for  the  homeless.  Michelle  French,  at  Help  Line 
for  many  years,  is  now  Director  of  the  Salvation  Army  McKenna  House. 

Our  sincere  thanks  to  so  many  of  you  who  helped  us  to  help  the  needy  in 
our  Town:  The  Boscawen  Congregational  Church  and  Ladies  Aid;  Barbara

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  maintained  a  steady  schedule  of  site  plan  and  subdivision 
public  hearings  this  past  year.  The  most  visible  new  commercial  developments  are 
the  new  Dunkin'  Donuts  and  renovated  Aranco  Oil  (Sunoco)  convenience 
store/fuel  site.  We  also  approved  a  number  of  home  office/home  shop  businesses. 
The  past  year  witnesses  two  significant  5  lot  subdivisions,  one  on  High  Street,  near 
Salisbury  and  the  second  on  the  north  end  of  Queen  Street. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  passing  of  long  time  Planning  Board  member  Kay 
Schneider  in  August.  Kay's  community  spirit  and  dedication  will  be  remembered 
through  presentation  of  the  Kay  Schneider  Community  Spirit  Award  following  the 
Old  Home  Day  parade. 

We  had  a  number  of  issues  related  to  gravel  pit  operations  and  realized  that 
the  town  did  not  have  any  earth  excavation  ordinance  in  the  current  zoning.  One 
more  item  on  the  "to  do"  list. 

There  is  continued  concern  about  development  threats  along  the  US  3/NH  4 
corridor  (King  Street),  with  a  number  of  properties  on  the  market.  In  fact,  the  Plan- 
ning Board  represented  the  Town's  interest  in  this  corridor  through  the  New 
Hampshire  Driveway  Permit  applications  of  the  Dunkin'  Donuts  and  Aranco  Oil 
site  plans.  The  State  originally  insisted  on  a  center  turn  lane  at  this  location  which 
we  felt  was  inappropriate  given  that  the  widening  would  not  address  vehicles  turn- 
ing to  Queen  Street.  We  were  able  to  reach  a  compromise  with  the  State  where  the 
developers  widened  the  shoulders  on  both  sides  to  give  drivers  the  opportunity  to 
pass  left  turning  vehicles.  The  larger  concern  is  the  threat  that  future  developments 
may  warrant  additional  lanes  and  the  corridor  would  exhibit  an  hour  glass  type 
shape  that  would  steal  from  the  existing  green  corridor  to  provide  the  additional 
pavement  width.  With  these  concerns  in  mind,  the  Planning  Board  supported  an 
application  by  the  Central  NH  Regional  Planning  Commission  for  federal  money 
to  study  King  Street  as  a  "threatened  corridor."  If  approved,  CNHRPC  would 
study  the  existing  and  projected  traffic  conditions  and  look  at  "build  out"  potential 
based  on  current  zoning.  This  would  give  the  community  a  valuable  tool  to  use  in 
any  long  range  plans  to  preserve  this  corridor.  As  we  learned  through  the  Historic 
District  Commission,  this  is  a  community  issue  that  needs  to  include  all  parties. 

Lastly,  the  Planning  Board  has  included  a  warrant  article  at  this  year's  Town 
Meeting  to  hire  CNHRPC  to  facilitate  the  update  of  our  Master  Plan.  The  Master 
Plan  was  last  update  in  1989.  A  number  of  significant  changes  have  occurred  since 
that  time,  namely  the  closure  of  the  former  landfill  and  the  abandonment  of 
Walker  Pond  as  the  local  water  supply.  There  are  also  a  number  of  new  projects  on 
the  horizon  that  should  be  evaluated  as  part  of  a  larger  planning  function.  A 
proposed  new  library  or  renovations  to  the  former  elementary  school  would  fit  this 
category.  It  is  generally  recommended  that  local  Master  Plans  be  revised  every  ten 
years  or  so.  We  recommend  that  this  warrant  article  be  approved.

Our  long-time  Chair,  friend  and  zoning  guru,  Ken  Marshall,  retired  due  to 
his  health  and  legislative  commitments.  He  was  and  will  be  sorely  missed. 
Jeanne  Furrow  also  resigned  and  her  valued  insight  has  been  missed.  Gail 
Devoid  moved  up  from  Alternate  to  Regular  member  of  the  Board.  Sandy 
Hodgdon,  Tony  Fontaine  and  Susan  Pillsbury  came  on  as  Alternates.  The  Town 
is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  such  a  dedicated  and  diligent  group  of  volunteers 
serving  on  this  Board.  We  are  especially  appreciative  of  the  hard  work  by  Pam 
Davis  who  doubles  as  Zoning  Officer  and  Zoning  Board  Secretary.  Pam  has 
done  a  wonderful  job  handling  applications  and  providing  assistance  to  the 
Board. 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  hears  appeals  from  any  order, 
requirement,  decision  or  determination  made  by  the  Zoning  Administrator  and 
administers  special  provisions  in  the  zoning  ordinance  dealing  with  variances 
and  special  exceptions.  Your  Board  takes  their  responsibilities  very  seriously. 
We  consider  it  a  privilege  to  serve  the  Town  of  Boscawen  in  this  capacity.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

The  year  2000  budget  season  commenced  with  the  first  meeting  on  January 
12,  2000  when  Charlie  Niebling  of  the  Merrimack  Valley  School  District 
presented  a  program  detailing  the  Building  Needs  Proposal  for  the  district. 
While  this  meeting  did  not  deal  directly  with  the  Town  of  Boscawen  budgeting 
issues,  it  did  help  the  committee  maintain  an  omnipresent  view  of  proposed 
future  expenditures  funded  primarily  by  local  taxation. 

During  1999  expenditures  were  favorable  with  regard  to  budgeted  figures  in 
almost  all  cases.  The  actual  expenditure  total  for  1999  was  under  budget  by 
more  than  $100,000.  While  this  may  seem  like  a  trump  in  frugal  spending,  the 
committee  noted  that  in  a  few  cases  regular  maintenance  spending  is  the  lesser 
of  two  evils.  Generally,  the  savings  were  spread  over  the  entire  budget  with 
some  surplus  amounts  resulting  from  budgeting  rules  that  require  expenses  to  be 
estimated  and  budgeted  even  when  they  are  reimbursed.  Our  town  officials 
continue  to  manage  our  community  with  everyone's  best  interest  in  mind. 

Looking  toward  2000,  the  budget  reflects  the  side  effects  of  a  booming 
economy.  During  times  like  these,  when  unemployment  is  at  its  lowest  level, 
maintaining  a  consistent  and  highly  skilled  work  force  is  very  difficult.  Many 
employers  are  offering  signing  or  other  bonuses  just  to  get  qualified  applicants 
in  the  door.  These  conditions  threaten  our  work  force.  This  year  the  town  has  put 
forth  a  5.4%  salary  increase.  This  proposal  was  the  primary  focus  of  the  budget 
committee's  deliberations.  Proposed  increases  are  comprised  of  two  components. 
One  is  the  Consumer  Price  Index.  The  price  of  goods  and  services  during  this 
booming  economy  has  driven  the  cost  of  living  higher.  The  increase  the  Social 
Security  Administration  is  using  this  year  is  2.4%.  Other  indexes  vary  but  are 
generally  similar.  Second,  is  the  regular  step  increases  that  are  merit  related  and 
subject  to  a  favorable  review  by  department  heads  and  the  Selectmen.  This  issue 
left  the  budget  committee  divided,  with  a  majority  supporting  the  proposal. 

Other  noteworthy  items  for  2000  include  a  substantial  increase  in  spending 
at  the  library  to  support  both  increases  in  employee  wages  and  the  addition  of  a 
computer  at  each  library  with  Internet  access;  an  increase  in  solid  waste  disposal 
that  is  mostly  due  to  a  greater  volume  of  trash  being  thrown  out;  minor  building 
repairs  at  the  Selectmen's  office;  ventilation  improvements  at  the  Police  Station; 
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and  the  creation  of  a  new  part-time  position  in  General  Government  to  handle  an 
increased  and  increasing  work  load  to  maintain  the  current  level  of  service. 

Every  year  the  Budget  Committee  has  a  lengthy  discussion  about  the  value 
of  recycling  and  how  to  encourage  more  of  it.  This  year  was  no  different.  During 
1999  over  290  tons  of  recyclables  were  directed  away  from  the  fires  of  the 
incinerator.  The  cost  we  would  have  spent  for  sending  these  materials  to  the 
incinerator  was  in  excess  of  $10,000.  Further,  over  $4,000  was  realized  from  the 
sale  of  these  materials.  The  committee  urges  you  to  make  every  effort  to  recycle. 
It  just  makes  dollars  and  sense. 

Finally,  the  Committee  turned  its  focus  on  the  proposed  Warrant.  Of  the  20 
articles  reviewed,  six  deal  with  Capital  Reserve  Funds.  Of  those  six,  four  are 
regular  appropriations  to  be  deposited  to  already  existing  funds.  The  others 
include  the  creation  of  a  new  fund  for  municipal  building  needs  of  the  police 
department  and  the  closure  of  a  reserve  fund  in  anticipation  of  the  installation  of 
a  back-up  generator  at  the  town  complex.  Another  significant  article  is  a 
proposal  to  lease/purchase  a  roll-off  truck.  The  current  roll-off  truck  is 
becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  maintain  and  this  article  addresses  that 
issue.  A  majority  of  the  Committee  supported  all  articles.  Items  that  failed  to  get 
unanimous  consent  were  the  back-up  generator  proposal  and  an  article 
proposing  to  apply  all  land  use  change  taxes  to  a  conservation  fund. 

Overall  the  proposed  budget  is  up  slightly  more  than  5%  without  special 
articles  and  sewer.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  Library  Trustees  have  had  another  busy  year.  The  Library  Space  Needs 
Committee  visited  several  other  area  libraries,  took  a  serious  look  at  our  two- 
library  system,  and  considered  several  pieces  of  property  as  possible  sites  for 
expansion  of  the  library  in  the  future.  In  July  they  presented  their 
recommendation  that  the  long-term  library  needs  of  the  town  would  be  best 
served  by  planning  to  work  toward  one  centrally  located  library.  The  Trustees 
accepted  and  ratified  that  recommendation.  Several  possible  sites  have  been 
identified  and  we  are  working  on  several  possibilities. 

A  FRIENDS  of  the  Library  group  has  been  formed.  They  have  been  very 
active  conducting  a  pie  sale,  helping  out  with  a  grant  application  to  try  to  buy 
some  computers,  organizing  a  book  discussion  group,  and  are  working  on  an 
adult  literacy  group.  They  have  helped  out  with  cataloging  our  videos  and 
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solicited  carpet  for  the  children's  area.  They  are  a  welcome  addition  to  our 
library. 

In  July  we  had  our  busiest  day  ever  with  133  items  being  checked  out  of  the 
Main  Library.  The  fact  that  we  now  offer  videos  has  brought  many  new  faces 
into  the  library.  They  have  been  very  successful  and  we  have  several  requests 
for  the  coming  year. 

We  expanded  our  hours  and  now  are  open  on  Saturday  mornings.  We  did 
some  roof  repairs,  had  a  table  refinished,  two  bookcases  built,  finished  insula- 
ting and  sheet  rocking  at  the  Main  Library,  and  rebuilt  several  basement 
windows. 

We  eliminated  the  long  time  practice  of  fining  patrons  for  overdue  books 
and  replaced  it  with  a  conscience  can.  If  you  have  an  overdue  book  you  can 
simply  make  a  donation. 

We  are  hoping  to  offer  computers  at  both  libraries  with  Internet  access  in 
the  coming  year. 

We  would  like  to  thank  our  many  volunteers  and  thank  the  public  for  their 
generous  donations  of  videos  and  books.  We  hope  to  see  you  at  the  library.

REPORT  OF  THE  FRIENDS  OF  THE  BOSCAWEN  LIBRARY 


The  FRIENDS  of  the  Boscawen  Town  Library  formed  in  May  of  1999  to 
build  a  partnership  between  the  library  and  the  community  to  advocate  for 
quality  library  service  for  all  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen.  Barbara 
Keegan  and  the   library  trustees  were  instrumental   in  the  formation  of  the 
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FRIENDS  group.  The  FRIENDS  became  an  official  non-profit  organization  in 
July  of  1999. 

One  goal  of  the  FRIENDS  is  to  support  the  library  and  staff.  Since  the 
FRIENDS  was  organized,  we  have  worked  toward  this  goal  by  providing  the 
following  support: 

♦  Offer  the  Children's  story  hour

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOSCAWEN  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Annual  monitoring  continues  on  conservation  easements  on  the  Jones  and 
Cummings  properties.  These  easements  were  purchased  through  the  Land 
Conservation  Investment  Program  when  landowners  sold  development  rights  on 
their  properties.  The  lands  cannot  be  developed  and  will  remain  in  open  space  in 
perpetuity.  This  means  that  the  beautiful  forest  and  agricultural  lands  of  these 
properties  will  remain  open.  The  properties  remain  in  private  ownership  with 
their  owners  continuing  to  pay  property  taxes.  The  thoughtful  stewardship  by 
these  landowners  has  not  only  protected  valuable  open  space,  helping  to 
stabilize  property  taxes,  but  has  preserved  and  improved  habitat  for  wildlife. 

This  year,  the  Boscawen  Conservation  Commission  (BCC)  included  in  the 
Boscawen  Newsvine  a  questionnaire  to  learn  about  Boscawen  citizens'  interests 
and  priorities.  The  BCC  thanks  everyone  who  responded.  From  you  we  learned 
of  your  conservation  visions  for  Boscawen  and  your  priorities.  Overwhelmingly, 
respondents  cited  land  protection  as  the  most  critical  conservation  issue.  Many 
remarked  on  increased  development  eroding  precious  open  space  and  wildlife 
habitat.  During  the  summer,  a  first-ever  gathering  of  town  committees  and  other 
groups  was  convened.  This  "Cross-talk"  meeting  echoed  questionnaire 
respondents"  feelings.  Everyone  present  rated  conserving  land  as  a  high  priority. 
The  Commission  received  many  calls  this  year  asking  what  could  be  done  to 
purchase  or  preserve  several  properties  that  were  being  sold.  In  response  to 
Boscawen  citizens'  concerns,  the  Commission  has  submitted  an  article  in  this 
year's  warrant  to  dedicate  100%  of  the  land  use  change  tax  (paid  by  landowners 
when  land  is  removed  from  current  use  for  development)  to  a  conservation  fund. 
This  fund  would  be  held  in  trust  for  the  citizens  of  the  town  and  used  to 
purchase  land  and/or  conservation  easements. 

The  Boscawen  Conservation  Commission  also  urges  support  of  the  citizen- 
petitioned  and  Board  of  Selectmen-endorsed  article,  which  would  send  a 
resolution  to  the  General  Court  that  the  citizens  of  Boscawen  are  in  favor  of  the 
creation  of  a  state  land  and  heritage  conservation  fund. 

Work  continues  in  the  Boscawen  Town  Forest.  On  the  Second  Annual 
Merrimack  Valley  High  School  Community  Service  Day  in  May,  1999, 
Michael  Jette  organized  a  group  of  students  who  worked  in  the  Forest.  With 
assistance  from  Michael  Jette  and  Ray  Powelson,  students  collected  six  large 
bags  of  trash  and  consolidated  many  tires  and  large  metal  parts  for  removal  at  a 
later  date.  The  Interpretive  Nature  Trail  Guide  and  fieldwork  are  scheduled  be 
completed  this  spring.  In  December,  John  Lanier  from  the  NH  Fish  &  Game 
Department  attended  the  December  BCC  meeting  and  worked  with 
Commissioners  to  plan  fieldwork  to  complete  the  draft  of  the  Town  Forest 
Management  Plan  revision.  To  assist  in  boundary  surveys  and  natural  resource 
inventories,  the  Commission  purchased  a  hand-held  global  positioning  system  or 
"GPS."  The  unit  is  available  as  a  loan  to  all  town  committees  and  groups. 

Michele  Tremblay  and  Susan  Goldthwaite  attended  the  NH  Association  of 
Conservation  Commission  Annual  Meeting  and  Conference  in  November.  They 
focused  on  workshops  explaining  mapping  techniques  and  inventorying  open 
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space,  zoning  districts,  and  wildlife  habitat.  Michele  Tremblay  also  serves  as  a 
member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  NH  Association  of  Conservation 
Commissions.  In  April,  Michael  Jette  attended  a  Solar  Workshop.  Attendance  at 
this  workshop  brought  information  on  up-to-date  advances  in  the  solar  energy 
field  which  will  allow  the  BCC  to  serve  as  an  advocate  and  resource  to  those  in 
the  community  who  are  considering  solar  integration  into  a  building  project. 

The  BCC  also  reviewed  Wetlands  permit  applications  for  residential  building 
and  the  Penacook-Boscawen  Water  Precinct's  work  in  the  Contoocook  River, 
and  Intents  to  Cut  and  Report  of  Wood  or  Timber.  An  "Activity  and  Event 
^/Iat^ix,,  was  appended  to  the  non-binding  Five-Year  Strategic  Plan.  This  matrix 
provides  a  schedule  for  the  Commission's  work  through  the  year  2003.  The  plan 
is  available  at  the  Town  Office  and  at  both  libraries.  Handbooks  were  created  by 
Michele  Tremblay  and  Susan  Goldthwaite  to  help  current  and  future 
Commission  members  organize  records  and  other  resources.  A  copy  was 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  use. 

This  year,  the  BCC  welcomes  new  member  David  LaValley  and  alternate 
member  Susan  Goldthwaite.  Ray  Powelson  and  Michele  Tremblay  were  re- 
appointed for  another  three-year  term.  Regular  and  alternate  membership  on  the 
Commission  is  open  to  all  town  residents.  Associate  membership  is  open  to 
anyone  who  does  not  wish  to  commit  to  full  membership  on  the  BCC  but  wants 
a  more  formalized  affiliation.  Associate  members  may  attend  meetings  and 
serve  on  sub-committees  but  cannot  vote  at  commission  meetings. 

The  Boscawen  Conservation  Commission  meets  the  fourth  Thursday  of  each 
month  at  7:00  I'M  in  the  Planning  &  Zoning  building  behind  the  church.  The 
meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  all  are  welcome  to  attend.  Each  month  a 
different  member  of  the  BCC  writes  an  article  featuring  different  activities  of  the 
Commission  and  other  natural  resource  issues  for  the  "Conservation  Corner" 
column  in  the  Boscawen  Newsvine.  Volunteers  are  always  needed  to  help  with 
trail  work  and  other  activities.  As  always,  the  Boscawen  Conservation 
Commission  thanks  the  citizens  of  Boscawen  for  their  support.  Your  ideas  and 
feedback  are  welcomed  and  encouraged.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PENACOOK  RESCUE  SQUAD 

The  Penacook  Rescue  Squad  currently  has  25  active  members:  1 1  EMT- 
Basic,  5  EMT-Intermediates  and  3  EMT-Paramedics.  We  have  full  time  staff 
during  the  day,  Monday  through  Friday.  Our  Paramedic  is  a  permanent  full  time 
employee  while  the  balance  of  the  daytime  coverage  is  provided  by  per  diems. 
Two  of  our  members  are  currently  enrolled  in  the  NHTI  Paramedic  Program. 

PRS  covered  367  calls  in  1999  which  included  Fire,  Rescue  and  Mutual 
Aid,  Of  those,  34  were  pediatric/child  related. 

A  new  Rescue  Boat  with  Motor  and  Trailer  was  donated  by  the  American 
Legion  and  Sons  of  the  American  Legion.  We  again  staffed  the  First  Aid  Station 
at  the  Hopkinton  State  Fair  as  a  Fund  Raiser.  The  Thornton  Fund,  which  is  a 
pediatric  grant,  assisted  us  with  purchasing  new  supplies  and  equipment  for  our 
pediatric  bag  as  well  as  items  for  EMS  Week  in  the  schools. 

A  Basic  First  Aid  program  was  again  given  by  our  volunteers  to  NH 
Snowmobilers  which  is  part  of  their  requirement  to  obtain  a  license.  We 
supported  Multiple  Mutual  Aid  Drills  throughout  the  compact  and  participated 
in  EMS  Week  both  in  Boscawen  and  Canterbury  Elementary  Schools  with 
programs  and  handouts  for  the  children. 

We  are  now  participating  in  the  "Good  Morning,  Boscawen"'  program  with 
the  Boscawen  Police  Department  and  encourage  those  folks  living  alone  to 
consider  being  a  part  of  the  program. 

As  always,  we  are  looking  for  new  members  and  encourage  anyone 
interested  in  participating  in  our  organization  to  stop  by  and  leave  information 
so  that  we  can  contact  you.

REGIONAL  PLANNING  COM  MISSION 

Established  in  accordance  with  state  law,  the  Central  New  Hampshire 
Regional  Planning  Commission  (CNHRPC)  is  a  voluntary  association  of  20 
towns  in  Merrimack  and  Hillsborough  Counties  and  the  City  of  Concord.  The 
Town  of  Boscawen  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission's  mission  is  to  improve,  through  education,  training,  and 
planning  assistance,  the  ability  of  the  municipalities  of  the  region  to  prepare  and 
implement  municipal  plans;  to  prepare  a  plan  for  effective  and  appropriate 
development  and  utilization  of  the  resources  of  the  region;  and  to  assist 
municipalities  in  carrying  out  the  regional  plan. 

The  Commission  provides  a  variety  of  planning  services,  including 
telephone  consultations  on  planning  issues;  planning  research;  sample 
ordinances,  regulations,  and  planning  documents;  models;  data  and  access  to 
data  sources;  grant  information,  review  and  comment  on  planning  documents; 
development  review;  and  educational  programs.  Membership  also  entitles  a 
community  to  affordable  master  planning  assistance,  geographic  information 
systems  (GIS)  mapping,  and  grant  preparation. 

During  1999,  Commission  staff  provided  the  Town  of  Boscawen  with  local 
planning  assistance  and  reviewed  and  provided  recommendations  to  amend  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  definitions.  Staff  provided  a  number  of  new  definitions  to  be 
included  in  the  Ordinance  and  provided  sample  excavation  and  sign  regulations. 
Staff  researched  and  presented  CDBG  feasibility  study  background  information 
and  prepared  draft  scope  of  work  and  budget  to  update  the  Boscawen  Master 
Plan. 

In  addition  to  the  local  services  described  above,  in  1999  the  Central  New 
Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission: 

•  Provided  general  local  planning  assistance  to  member  municipalities  and 
responded  to  inquiries  regarding  zoning  ordinance,  subdivision  regulation, 
and  site  plan  review  regulation  revisions.  Prepared  calendar  and  narrative 
describing  critical  dates  for  Town  Meeting. 

•  Developed  new  geographic  information  systems  (GIS)  map  layers  including 
archeological  sites,  agricultural  lands,  beach  and  boat  access,  cemeteries, 
historical  buildings,  mill  sites,  scenic  vistas,  conservation  lands  and 
ecological  communities.  The  Commission  continued  to  improve  its  GIS 
through  staff  training,  improved  methodologies,  and  the  upgrade  of  key  GIS 
equipment. 
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•  Completed  and  distributed  the  Natural.  Cultural,  and  Historical  Resources 
Inventory  of  the  Central  NH  Region  and  prepared  and  incorporated  any 
necessary  updates  to  the  document. 

•  Provided  assistance  to  CNHRPC  member  and  non-member  towns  regarding 
National  Flood  Insurance  Program  (NFIP)  participation  and  compliance. 

•  Facilitated  the  formation  of  the  CNHRPC  Regional  Resource  Conservation 
Committee  (R2C2). 

•  Attended  meetings  of  and  provided  continuing  technical  assistance  to  the 
Upper  Merrimack  River  Local  Advisory  Committee  (UMRLAC)  and  the 
Contoocook  and  North  Branch  Rivers  Local  Advisory  Committee 
(CNBRLAC). 

•  Coordinated  and  approved  the  update  of  the  FY200 1-2003  CNHRPC 
Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP).  Responded  to  inquiries  related 
to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Ten  Year  Transportation  Improvement 
Program  (STIP)  update  process. 

•  Solicited  and  conducted  approximately  100  traffic  counts  throughout  the 
region. 

•  Organized  and  hosted  six  meetings  of  the  CNHRPC  Transportation 
Advisory  Committee  (TAC). 

•  Provided  assistance  to  municipalities,  groups  and  interested  individuals 
regarding  the  Transportation  Enhancements  (TE)  and  Congestion 
Mitigation  and  Air  Quality  (CMAQ)  programs. 

•  Completed  the  CNHRPC  Regional  Bicycle  and  Pedestrian  Plan.  The  plan 
was  adopted  by  the  Full  Commission  in  May,  1999. 

•  Initiated  work  on  the  update  of  the  CNHRPC  Regional  Transportation  Plan 
and  development  of  the  Regional  Multi-Use  Trail  Plan  and  Regional  Open 
Space  Plan.

UPPER  MERRIMACK  RIVER 
LOCAL  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

On  the  cusp  of  its  tenth  anniversary  in  1999,  the  Upper  Merrimack 
River  Local  Advisory  Committee  (UMRLAC)  has  enjoyed  a  year  of  diverse 
projects  throughout  the  watershed. 

At  the  NH  Rivers  Management  &  Protection  Program/Volunteer  Rivers 
Assessment  Program  conference,  Michele  Tremblay  and  Steve  Landry 
conducted  •'All  in  the  Family,"  an  aquatic  insect  identification  workshop.  There, 
they  presented  Macroinvertebrates  of  the  Upper  Merrimack,  an  annotated 
picture  key,  the  first  publication  from  the  Upper  Merrimack  Monitoring 
Program's  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services  Nonpoint  Source  Grant 
project.  The  remaining  products  slated  for  completion  in  2000  include  a 
brochure,  newsletter,  three-year  data  report,  and  a  multimedia  presentation.  An 
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outdoor  canoe  and  data  presentation  event  is  also  planned  to  recognize  UMMP 
volunteers  and  present  water  quality  data. 

The  UMRLAC  expresses  its  gratitude  this  year  to  the  following  Adopt-a- 
River  Site  Sponsors  who  provide  financial  and  in-kind  support  to  the  Upper 
Merrimack  Monitoring  Program:  Aries  Engineering;  Franklin  Savings  Bank; 
Franklin  Waste  Water  Treatment  Facility;  Public  Service  Company  of  NH, 
Corporate  Offices  and  Merrimack  Station;  and  Watts  Regulator/Webster  Valve 
(for  further  information  on  the  Adopt-a-River  Site  Program,  please  contact 
Michele  Tremblay).  The  Conservation  Commissions  of  Boscawen,  Bow,  and 
Concord  and  the  City  of  Franklin  have  also  provided  support.  Work  continues 
with  the  Upper  Merrimack  Monitoring  Program  (UMMP).  "Bug  Nights" 
workshops  were  held  at  Franklin  High  School  and  Saint  Paul's  School 
(Concord)  with  over  100  volunteers  attending.  Bacteria  (E.  coli)  monitoring  was 
conducted  at  eleven  sites  from  Franklin  to  Bow. 

In  its  continuing  effort  to  stay  current  with  river  issues,  learn  about  new 
programs,  and  forge  new  partnerships,  the  UMRLAC  heard  presentations  from 
Robert  Spoerl  of  the  Trails  Bureau,  NH  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic 
Development  on  the  Heritage  Trail  Program;  Angela  Archer  on  the  Malformed 
Frog  Program,  of  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services  Biomonitoring 
Program,  Carl  Paulsen  from  the  NH  Rivers  Council  on  the  history  of  the 
Instream  Flow  Rules,  and  Bob  Barry  and  David  Powelson  from  the  NH 
Department  of  Transportation  on  their  proposal  to  remove  the  old  Hannah 
Dustin  Bridge.  "Around  the  Watershed"  creates  a  forum  at  each  meeting  for 
members  and  guests  to  provide  updates  and  other  news. 

The  UMRLAC  reviewed  several  river-related  proposals  including  the 
ash/trash  landfill  in  Canterbury,  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services 
draft  Instream  Flow  Rules,  removal  of  the  old  Hannah  Dustin  Bridge,  and 
replacement  of  the  Sewalls  Falls  Bridge. 

The  UMRLAC  is  grateful  for  assistance  from  Central  NH  Regional 
Planning  Commission  who  provided  support  for  the  completion  of  the 
committee's  five-year  strategic  plan.  UMRLAC  is  also  represented  as  a  non- 
voting member  on  the  Regional  Resource  Conservation  Committee.  UMRLAC 
plans  for  the  future  include  inventorying  river  access  sites  and  exploring  with 
the  communities  a  river  safety  campaign. 

Election  of  officers  for  2000-2001  included:  Michele  L.  Tremblay,  Chair; 
Stephen  C.  Landry,  Vice-chair;  Richard  Bellerose.  Secretary;  and  Stephen 
Robinson,  Treasurer.  UMRLAC  would  like  to  extent  its  heartfelt  gratitude  to 
Susan  Paschell  of  Bow.  For  several  years,  Susan  has  served  in  the  role  of 
Secretary  and  provided  the  committee  and  its  represented  towns  and  cities  with 
superb  records  of  each  meeting.  Susan  has  stepped  down  as  secretary,  but  will 
continue  to  serve  as  one  of  Bow's  representatives  to  the  UMRLAC. 

This  year,  the  UMRLAC  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Franklin 
representative,  Tom  Bugely.  Tom  has  been  a  faithful  member  of  the  committee 
and  dedicated  representative  for  Franklin.  His  efforts  have  been  invaluable  in 
creating  partnerships  and  publicizing  the  work  of  the  UMRLAC  and  its 
programs.  At  the  November  1999  Rivers  Conference,  Tom  was  honored  with  a 
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Lifetime  Achievement  award  from  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental 
Services.  He  was  also  presented  with  a  recognition  award  from  the  Upper 
Merrimack  River  Local  Advisory  Committee.  After  several  years,  the 
UMRLAC  also  accepted  with  regret  Phil  Downie's  resignation  at  the  end  of  his 
term.  Phil  was  instrumental  in  gaining  sponsorship  for  the  Upper  Merrimack 
Monitoring  Program's  Bow  monitoring  sites.  The  UMRLAC  sadly  notes  the 
passing  of  Concord  representative  Stanley  Bartlett.  Committee  members  will 
miss  his  gentle  manner  and  valuable  agricultural  perspective.

CONCORD  REGIONAL  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 


The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  (CRVNA)  continues  to 
offer  comprehensive  health  services  to  the  residents  of  Boscawen.  The  following 
is  a  description  of  these  services: 

Home  Care  services  respond  to  the  health  care  needs  of  those  patients  with 
acute  or  chronic  illnesses  that  require  skilled  professional  and  para-professional 
care  so  that  they  may  return  to  or  remain  in  their  homes.  Emphasis  is  on 
promoting  independence  and  maximum  functioning  of  the  patient  within  the 
least  restrictive  setting.  Patients  who  receive  services  range  from  children  who 
have  a  complex  medical  condition  to  frail  elders  who  require  supportive 
assistance  to  stay  in  their  own  homes. 

Hospice  services  provide  professional  and  para-professional  services  to  the 
terminally  ill  patient  with  a  limited  life  expectancy.  The  goal  is  to  enhance  the 
quality  of  the  patient's  remaining  life  by  helping  he/she  remain  at  home  in 
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comfort  and  dignity.  Emphasis  is  on  pain  and  symptom  management  and  skilled 
intervention  to  meet  the  patient's  special  physical,  emotional  and  spiritual  needs. 

CRVNA's  Hospice  House  provides  residential  care  to  terminally  ill  patients 
who  have  no  primary  caregiver  or  need  a  supported  residential  setting.  Often 
times  patients  are  transferred  into  the  Hospice  House  when  a  caregiver  is 
exhausted  and  unable  to  care  for  them  at  home  any  longer.  To  date,  this  house 
has  provided  a  home  to  approximately  500  terminally  ill  residents. 

Community  Health  services  includes  health  education,  health  maintenance 
and  preventive  health  services.  The  program  includes  preventive  care,  adult  and 
senior  health,  child  health,  Baby's  First  Homecoming,  immunizations  for  all 
ages,  supportive  services  to  school  districts,  parent  education  and  support,  health 
education  and  nutritional  counseling. 

Community  Health  includes  health  promotion  services  which  focus  on  the  low 
and  marginal  income  families  and  individuals  to  prevent  illness  by  professional 
assessment  and  screening  for  health  risks  and  needs,  by  early  intervention  to 
prevent,  eliminate,  or  minimize  the  impact  of  illness  and/or  disability,  and  by 
anticipatory  guidance  and  health  teaching.  Emphasis  is  on  promoting  healthy 
children,  families  and  individuals  through  early  intervention  and  health  teaching. 
Services  rendered  in  the  clinic  setting  are:  child  health,  adult  screening,  and 
immunizations.  Home  visits  are  made  in  crisis  situations  or  when  needed  health 
care  cannot  be  given  in  the  clinic.  Senior  health  services  are  provided  at 
congregate  housing  sites. 

Over  the  past  two  years  Senior  Health  Clinics  have  expanded  to  reach  out  to 
seniors  who  may  require  a  monthly  check  by  a  nurse  of  their  blood  sugar,  blood 
pressure,  and/or  diabetes  management.  The  expansion  of  these  services  was  in 
response  to  the  decrease  in  Medicare  services  to  seniors. 

Professional  and  para-professional  hourly  home  services  are  provided  on  a 
private  fee-for-service  basis.  Health  education  and  instruction  are  part  of  each 
home  visit  or  clinic  visit. 

Anyone  in  Boscawen  may  request  service;  patient,  doctor,  health  facility, 
pastor,  friend  or  neighbor.  The  nurse  who  completes  an  assessment  will 
coordinate  with  the  patient's  physician  a  plan  of  care  to  meet  the  patient's 
specific  needs.  If  the  patient  does  not  have  a  physician  the  nurse  will  assist  the 
patient  to  identify  one  and  schedule  a  visit.  The  agency  has  developed  a  program 
with  the  NH-Dartmouth  Family  Practice  Residency  Program  to  coordinate  a 
house  call  visit  by  a  resident  to  a  frail  elder's  home  that  is  unable  to  leave  his/her 
home. 

A  call  to  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  ((1-800-924-8620) 
is  all  that  is  necessary  to  start  services  or  make  inquiries.  The  CRVNA  office  is 
open  Monday  through  Friday  form  7:30  AM  to  5:00  PM.  A  nurse  is  on  call  24 
hours  a  day.  The  On-Call  Nurse  can  be  reached  by  calling  1-800-924-8620. 

Federal  regulations  specify  that  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.  Fees  are 
scaled  for  the  individual  without  health  insurance  or  who  is  unable  to  pay  the 
full  charge.  However,  to  fee  scale,  federal  regulations  require  a  financial 
statement  be  completed  by  the  patient  or  responsible  person.  The  community

health  services  are  provided  to  residents  often  times  free  of  charge.  Town 

monies  subsidize  those  visits  that  are  scaled  or  that  no  fee  is  collectible. 

The  agency  is  certified  as  a  Medicare/Medicaid  Provider,  licensed  by  the 

State  of  New  Hampshire,  accredited  by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Accreditation 

of  Healthcare  Organizations  (JCAHO)  with  commendation  and  is  a  member 

agency  of  the  United  Way  of  Merrimack  County.

UNH  Cooperative  Extension  provides  Merrimack  County  residents  with 
research-based  education  and  practical  information,  enhancing  their  ability  to 
make  informed  decisions  that  strengthen  youth,  families  and  communities, 
sustain  natural  resources,  forest,  wildlife  and  agriculture,  and  improve  the 
economy. 

Merrimack  County  residents  benefit  from  county  and  statewide  Extension 
programming.  Among  these  many  local  and  state  efforts  are  monitoring  water 
quality  in  our  lakes  and  rivers,  reducing  the  use  of  pesticides,  parenting, 
television  and  educational  programs,  4-H  and  youth  development  programs,

The  InfoLine  will  handle  questions 
and  requests  for  information  on  a  wide  range  of  everyday  issues  concerning 
home  horticulture,  water  quality,  indoor  and  outdoor  pests,  indoor  air  quality, 
backyard  livestock,  recreational  ponds,  nutrition,  food  safety,  family  finances 
and  youth  development.  For  more  information  call  225-5505. 

Community  efforts  include  after-school  programs,  teen  assessment  projects, 
land  use  management  planning,  wellness  teams,  town  office  visits,  master 
gardeners,  and  working  with  schools  on  maintenance  of  landscaped  areas.  We 
have  a  resource  notebook  in  your  Town  Library.
